Feed According to Individual Needs. 

Dairy cows should be fed according 
to tlieir age, size and requirements. 
Large cows need more feed than the 
smaller ones and any cow in the flush 
of her milk flow needs more food than 
when she is only giving a limited 
quantity. 

A Ruinous Policy. 

SeBing the whole milk off the farm 
is ruinous of fertility and can only be 
afforded when the receipts for the 
milk aro so good as to afford a return 
to the land by the purchase o{ food 
for the stock or of fertilizers, 

A Winning Combination. 

The combination that wins is pdre, 
well bred, well kept stock. These are 
important But it is equally important 
to have the cows well trained. Milk¬ 
ing habits may be ideal also, 

The Young Cow. 

A young cow should not he judged 
too hastily. She is not at her best 
with her first calf. If she has the 
right breeding, and the right feeding, 
she probably will come out all right 
with her second calf. 

The Feeding of the Calf. 

It a calf Is fed skim milk, the butter 
fat should be replaced by something 
else. Otherwise an important clement 
Is lacking In its food, and it will bo 
seen lii its growth and maturity. 

Cultivation of the Orchard. 

Culti.aflon should be kept Up dur¬ 
ing the life of the orchard, yet after 
trees are well established it is not. so 
imperative. It is highly advisable to 
keep up high cultivation for at least 
the first four or five years, 

Never send beets, turnips, radishes, 
etc,, to market with quantities of soil 
| adhering to them, It soils the hands 
I of the buyer and the reputation Of tho 
seller. -

You seem to think, says a 1 writer in 
j the' Rural New Yorker, that, because a 
r man grades and fits the roadside In 
. front of his farm and tufns ii; into a 
1 beautiful lawn, then in a muddy sea- 
; son the drivers desert the road and 
1 travel the entire length on this smooth 
grass, the Recording Angel ' might 
■ with propriety look away and'’turn a 
' deaf ear to ,some bad though b¥‘ even 
bad language this man is” tempted to 
use. , Now, I find this very 'thing; I 
worked, graded' and fitted the' road¬ 
side ih front of my farm; I hauled on 
to it several loads of rotted manure, 
that I badly needed on my truck 
patch; 1 sowed expensive lawn grass; 

I clipped it when I should have spent 
the time in weeding onions, and now 
the road being simply impassible, 
people that of necessity must travel 
over it in sheer desperation turn from 
It on to this -“smooth” grass.. Now, 
under the conditions, what sort of 
language would 1 be justified infusing, 
and how would such language look 
in print? I- might do like a neighbor, 
lay rails on this smooth grass and 
thus prevent people from getting on 
to it, but I do not think it would be 
lawful, as this road, from fence to 
fence, belongs to the traveling public, 
and not to me individually, so if I go 
to work and turn public property 
used as a road into a lawn, I can see 
no way out but to suffer the conse¬ 
quences, I ^ must here confess , that 
I love to see a nice roadside in front 
of a farm, and in this instance will 
say that I can blaine only myself for 
the way it is now cut up.. Had I 
graded the roadeed first in front of 
my farm, and put in first-class con¬ 
dition to travel on, and kept it up as 
; I expect to do now, in a way that it 
! wil * not tempt travelers to leave it, 
then fix up the roadside, no one would 
think of cutting up this smooth 
grass. 1 have graded the road now, 
and have made a drag of two' pieces 
of oak timber 6 x 6 inches, eight feet 
long, set on sharp edges, a strip of ■ 
heavy wagon tire spiked to cutting 
edge. These sticks I have bolted to- I 
gether a foot apart With a chain in i 
front to hitch to, 90 that I can run 
the drag in any desired angle, and 
from now on propose to adhere strict¬ 
ly to tho advice given in the following ' 
poem; < 


! _ The two minoi* problems of the farm 

- !. t?."which we call 'attention are crows 
. and cats, in their relation to bird life, 
, and indirectly to the multiplication of 
Injurious insects, says the Farm Jour- 
. nal. A friend up state sends us the 
, following: 

“People who do.not Imow that young 
, crews are almost exclusively fed on 
' the young of .other birds,, or on- the 
farmers.’chicks, don’t] . kdow the 
crow’s life history—that, every" grown 
crow costs from tjhree. to. six dozen 
young birds to feed him while in the 
nest, for the old crow cannot .catch 
insects, being too clumsy; nor has he 
the capacity of the.hawk to .catch 
mice. -. 

The crow may be a benefit in the 
tropics, where, birds-multiply too fast, 
and is not restrained by "serpents and 
crows, and in other ways, they would 
devour -all crops. But ih the temper¬ 
ate 'zone, if left free course, as seems 
to be the case lately, he will exterm¬ 
inate all other kinds of birds, even 
the hawks, for he attacks them in 
numbers and drives them from their 
hunting grounds. 

And when the poor, . persecuted 
birds come to nest near the dwellings 
in country or town, they are met .and 1 
devoured by the 'modern . cats; they 
have no place to rear their young, or 
even to stay In safety. We must have 
cats, perhaps, as a defense against 
rats; but there used to be cats that 
would catch rats and not birds. And 
there can be again, just as we have 
cats that will leave young chickens 
alone. - 

Those who really desire to prevent 
the destruction 1 'of all the small birds, 
except the sparrows, need to do more 
than scold at the; women r for wearing 
parts of birds on their hats; which f 
make a big. show, as is the purpose, 
but which amount' to nothing com¬ 
pared to the destruction by the crows 
and . cats. And are they not mostly 
tropical birds? Who ever recognized 
any of our birds on a woman’s hat? 
They are not gay enough for the 
ladies.
